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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(a) the invention was l<nown or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(c) he has abandoned the invention. 

1 . Claims 10 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kobayashi. 

Kobayashi protective instrument cover, comprising: a front portion tliat extends 
over substantially an entire front surface of a stringed instrument body and is between 
(a) the guitar and (b) a string of the stringed instrument body; and a fastener that 
attaches the front portion of the cover to the front surface of the stringed Instrument 
body, wherein at least part of the cover comprises stretchable synthetic material (54). 

2. Claims 1-5, 7, 8, and 18, 20, 22, and 24-26 are allowed. 

Claims 1 1-13 and 16 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
